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PREFACE  TO  THE  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Haverfordwest  Rural  District  Council. 


Sir,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

We  present  our  Annual  Report  upon  matters  affecting  the  public 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1957. 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  full  and  details  information. 
It  is  usual,  however,  to  outline  some  of  the  main  points  in  the  Preface. 


Population 

The  estimated  population  for  1957  shows  a slight  decrease  over 
the  preceding  year.  The  population  of  the  District  has  increased  by 
2,600  over  the  past  ten  years. 


Births  and  Birth  Rates 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  births  over  the  preceding 
year.  The  General  Birth  Rate,  however,  still  compares  favourably 
with  the  Rate  for  the  County,  and  with  the  National  Rate. 

The  Still-birth  Rate  was  approximately  the  same  as  for  the 
preceding  year,  and  is  somewhat  higher  than  the  National  Rate. 


Deaths  and  Death  Rates 

Although  there  was  an  overall  increase  in  total  deaths  during 
the  year,  the  General  Death  Rate  compares  favourably  with  the  National 
and  County  Rates. 

There  was  an  appreciable  decrease  in  the  number  of  violent 
deaths.  Drowning  and  Suicide  accounted  for  majority  of  Violent 
Deaths,  and  all  were  in  the  male  sex. 

The  number  of  Cancer  deaths  also  decreased,  and  the  Cancer 
Death  Rate  for  the  District  is  considerably  lower  than  the  National 
Rate. 

Infant  Deaths,  however,  showed  a large  increase.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  was  the  highest  in  the  District  since  1952.  60%  of  the 
infant  deaths  were  during  the  first  4 weeks  of  life,  i.e.,  the  neo-natal 
period. 
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General  Infecfious  Diseases 

The  Incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  moderate  during  the 
year,  and  confined  to  the  more  common  complaint,  apart  from  one 
isolated  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Food  Poisoning  reported. 
No  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  since  1952. 

Tuberculosis 

There  was  a big  reduction  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  The  number  of  deaths 
attributed  to  the  disease  (2)  remained  the  same  as  for  the  preceding 
year. 


The  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  for  the  District  is  lower 
than  the  National  Rate. 

There  was  i fresh  case  of  Non  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified, 
and  one  death  registered,  during  the  year.  This  may  be  compared 
with  2 cases  and  2 deaths  in  1956. 

Sanitary  and  Housing  Adminstration 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  maintain  the  sanitary  services 
at  as  high  a level  as  possible.  The  appointment  of  Mr.  Mahoney  on 
the  ist  May  enabled  the  scope  of  the  work  to  be  extended  as  well  as 
to  allow  long  delayed  specialised  surveys  to  be  carried  out. 

In  this  way,  greater  attention  was  given  to  food  administration, 
including  the  sampling  of  milk  and  other  foods,  the  inspection  of 
food  premises  and  the  survey  of  licensed  premises.  There  is  an  ever- 
increasing  need  for  vigilance  over  food  handling  practices,  and  this  is 
all  the  more  important  in  view  of  the  growing  popularity  of  Pem- 
brokeshire as  a tourist  centre.  It  is  only  by  regular  visits  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  that  the  necessary  high  standard  may  be  attained  in 
the  district. 

Routine  sampling  and  inspections  of  watercourses  receiving 
discharges  from  sewage  disposal  plants  was  also  commenced  during 
the  year.  Such  investigations  are  essential  in  order  that  treatment  oif 
sewage  may  be  maintained  at  an  efficient  level  and  so  prevent  pollution 
of  watercourses  and  beaches  which  could  be  a potential  danger  to 
public  health. 

Housing  has  continued  to  be  a major  problem,  and  it  is 
unfortunate  that  the  restriction  on  capital  expenditure  should  have 
led  to  suspension  of  the  housing  programme.  This  was  offset  to  a large 
extent  by  the  excellent  progress  made  on  the  reconstruction  of  sub- 
standard properties  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants  from  the 
Council.  Some  progress  was  also  made  on  the  slum  clearance  pro- 
gramme. 

A survey  of  council  houses  was  commenced  with  the  aim  of 
maintaining  a reasonable  standard  and  preventing  generally  the 
deterioration  of  Council  properties. 
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Conclusion 

We  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  support,  the 
other  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  assistance 
and  co-operation  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
willing  and  loyal  service  at  all  times.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  the  Council  has  again  continued  to  pursue  its 
policy  of  taking  mains  water  to  as  much  of  the  Rural  District  as  is 
practically  possible  despite  the  heavy  financial  strain  which  this 
necessarily  uneconomic  distribution  places  on  the  Council. 

At  the  31st  December,  1957,  5,936  premises  were  being  supplied 
with  mains  water,  a percentage  of  88.0  of  the  total  number  of  premises 
in  the  rural  district,  and  an  increase  of  70  in  the  year. 

One  major  scheme,  the  Water  Survey  Fourth  Programme,  costing 
approximately  £15,000,  was  completed  during  the  year. 

Schemes  of  distribution  outstanding  are:  — 

Water  Survey  Fifth  Programme  (Trecwn  Area) — 

Approved  by  Ministry  and  awaiting  consent  to  go  to 
tender. 

North  Eastern  Region  Scheme,  based  on  a new  source  at  Bryn- 
ante,  Morvil — 

Scheme  submitted  to  Ministry. 

Water  Survey  Sixth  Programme — 

Scheme  in  course  of  being  carried  out. 

In  addition,  a scheme  for  a supplementary  pumped  and  treated 
supply  for  the  Central  Area  has  been  carried  out  and  came  into 
operation  in  June  1957.  This  supplementary  source  was  urgently 
needed  because  of  the  continuing  inability  of  the  Prescelly  Water 
Board,  which  affords  bulk  supplies  to  part  of  the  district,  to  meet  the 
requirements  made  upon  it.  Each  summer,  or  following  heavy  frost, 
the  Board  imposes  restrictions  at  its  filter  house,  causing  severe 
difficulties  to  the  higher  parts  of  the  rural  district.  This  has  necessitated 
the  provision  of  this  new  source  as  a supplementary  supply  for  the 
Central  Area,  with  an  output  of  200,000  gallons  per  day,  and  since 
it  came  into  operation  it  has  been  possible  to  meet  all  demands  made 
upon  this  part  of  the  undertaking. 

With  schemes  in  hand  or  immediately  proposed,  the  p>ercentage 
of  properties  served  will  reach  92%,  and  this  is  likely  to  be  the 
maximum  which  can  be  achieved  in  a very  sparsely  populated  area 
such  as  this. 

Proposals  are  in  hand  for  water  supply  both  potable  and 
industrial,  in  connection  with  the  proposed  establishment  of  an  oil 
refinery  at  Herbrandston. 


SOURCES  OF  PIPED  WATER  SUPPLIES 


1.  Prescelly 

Situated  in  the  Prescelly  Hills  in  North  Pembrokeshire.  The 
water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water.  Filtration  and  chlorination 
take  place  in  a modern  plant  immediately  upon  leaving  the  impounding 
reservoir. 

.Approximately  49%  of  piped  water  in  the  Rural  District  is 
supplied  from  this  source.  The  capacities  of  the  service  reservoirs  on 
this  supply  are:  —

In  a full  year  approximately  10%  of  piped  water  will  come 
from  this  source. 


9.  Small  Agricultural  Schemes 

There  are  approximately  160  farms  supplied  by  small  piped 
schemes  and  grant-aided  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
through  the  Gounty  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  sources 
in  the  majority  of  these  schemes  are  wells  and  springs. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  the  year  1957  was 
363,111,000  or  approximately  1,000.000  gallons  per  day.

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Samples  from  sources  and  treatment  works  for  public  supplies 
were  taken  in  conjunction  with  those  for  bacteriological  examination, 
and  formed  normal  routine  procedure  to  indicate  the  nature  and  extent 
of  the  treatment  necessary. 

The  four  samples  from  private  spring  supplies  were  taken  follow- 
ing complaints  from  the  occupiers  of  two  premises,  and  in  the  one  case 
particular  reference  was  made  to  the  presence  of  toxic  metals  in  the 
supply  which  could  be  the  cause  of  illness  to  a member  of  the  house- 
hold. The  Public  Analyst  reported  that  no  sample  contained  any 
constituent  which  would  render  it  unsuitable  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes.

Other  Conversion  Schemes 

In  addition  to  the  properties  connected  to  the  various  village 
sewerage  schemes,  sanitary  conversion  schemes  with  drainage  to  cess- 
pools or  septic  tank  units  have  been  carried  out  by  property  owners  in 
79  cases.  Sixty-one  of  these  were  undertaken  as  part  of  house  improve- 
ment schemes  under  grant  aid  from  the  Council.  This  again  indicates 
the  valuable  contribution  made  by  improvement  grants  in  raising  the 
standard  of  public  health  in  the  rural  district. 
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Emptying  of  Cesspools 

This  essential  service  was  coiUinucd,  150  cesspools  being  emptied 
during  the  year,  an  increase  of  26  on  the  previous  year.  Seven  of  these 
were  in  areas  outside  the  rural  district  where  similar  services  were 
lacking. 

A nominal  charge  of  £i  is  made  for  cesspools  at  private  dwellings 
within  the  district  and  £4  5s.  od.  for  business  premises. 

The  cesspool  emptier  purchased  in  1952  has  also  proved  indis- 
pensable in  the  maintenance  of  the  numerous  disposal  works  operated 
by  the  Council. 

Drainage  Inspections 

Much  time  and  attention  was  again  devoted  to  inspections  and 
testing  of  drainage  systems  and  disposal  plants  as  a result  of  the 
comparatively  large  volume  of  improvement  works  carried  out  to 
private  properties.  303  visits  were  made  for  the  purposes  of  advice  and 
inspection,  and  131  tests  carried  out  on  completed  work. 

In  addition,  surveys  were  made  of  78  properties  in  connection 
with  proposed  sewerage  schemes. 

Examination  of  Sewage  Effluents  and  Streams 

Close  observation  was  kept  on  the  quality  of  sewage  effluents 
from  two  Council  treatment  works. 

At  Walton  West  five  series  of  tests,  comprising  18  samples  for 
full  bacteriological  examination  and  20  for  chemical  analysis,  were 
made  to  ascertain  the  efficiency  of  treatment  and  the  effect  of  the 
effluent  on  the  stream.  On  each  occasion  samples  were  taken  of  the 
effluent  and  at  specific  points  on  the  course  of  the  stream,  including 
the  point  of  discharge  on  the  beach. 

In  each  case  the  report  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
showed  that  no  harmful  intestinal  organisms  were  present  in  cultures 
prepared  from  the  swabs  which  had  been  immersed  for  a period  of 
48  hours.  The  reports  from  the  Public  Analyst  however  indicated  that 
there  was  pollution  of  the  stream  from  the  sewage  works,  but  subse- 
quent operational  changes  led  to  an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the 
effluent. 

Further  pollution  occurred  downstream,  this  being  in  part  due  to 
animals  and  to  discharge  or  deposit  of  sewage  from  premises  which 
had  not  been  connected  to  the  new  Council  sewer.  Remedial  action 
was  taken  to  obtain  proper  drainage  to  these  premises.  A contributory 
factor  during  the  holiday  season  was  also  the  infiltration  of  water  from 
the  ‘ slash  ’ pond  at  Broad  Haven  which  at  one  stage  showed  pollution 
of  sewage  origin. 

At  Pelcomb  Cross,  four  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis 
and  eight  swabs  for  bacteriological  examination  in  the  course  of  two 
series  of  tests.  No  organisms  of  the  Shigella  or  Salmonella  groups  were 
isolated  from  cultures  prepared  from  the  swabs,  but  heavy  pollution 
was  reported  through  discharge  of  unpurified  sewage  effluent  from  the 
disposal  works  into  the  stream.  Reconstruction  of  the  filtration  plant 
is  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Lngincer. 
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Chemical  evidence  of  sewage  pollution  was  also  found  on 
examination  of  two  samples  of  the  stream  at  Little  Haven,  this  being 
due  to  discharge  from  premises  not  connected  to  the  Council’s  new 
sewer  for  the  district.  Suitable  remedial  action  was  taken  in  these 
cases.  No  pathogenic  intestinal  organisms  were  found  in  two  other 
specimens  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

An  investigation  was  carried  out  into  a case  of  infectious 
disease  at  a local  hospital.  Eight  swabs  placed  in  the  drainage  system 
were  however  reported  to  be  free  from  Salmonella. 


PUBUC  CLEANSING 


Details  of  the  areas  served  are  included  in  Appendix  A. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  refuse  collection  service  provided  by 
the  Council  is  available  to  5,137  premises  or  approximately  74%  of 
the  total  number  of  premises  in  the  Rural  District,  this  being  an 
increase  of  loi  on  the  previous  year.  The  collection  service  was 
extended  to  cover  the  village  of  Porthgain  and  a few  additional  houses 
in  the  Rosebush  and  Mathry  districts  at  fortnightly  intervals.  Weekly 
collections  were  also  undertaken  from  houses  in  the  Uzmaston  parish 
which  were  previously  served  by  the  Haverfordwest  Borough  Council. 

A weekly  collection  is  provided  for  approximately  97%  of  the 
premises  served. 

During  the  summer  months  a twice  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
is  carried  out  at  Broad  Haven,  Newgale  and  Whitesands  Bay  to  cater 
for  the  caravan  population,  litter  baskets,  etc. 

A new  Karrier  Gamecock  12  cubic  yards  vehicle  was  purchased 
at  the  commencement  of  the  year  to  replace  one  of  the  10  cubic  yards 
vehicles  operated  by  the  Council.  This  latter  vehicle  was  retained  for 
general  use  on  refuse  disposal  and  miscellaneous  work  for  other 
departments  of  the  Council. 

The  total  refuse  collected  was  approximately  4,470  tons,  and 
the  mileage  covered  by  the  collector  vehicles  was  31,349,  an  increase 
of  2,975  on  the  previous  year. 

The  total  cost  of  operating  the  service  for  the  financial  year 
1957/58  was  £6,085,  together  with  £1,691  for  disposal  of  refuse.  The

Continued  support  was  given  to  this  campaign  by  the  Council 
by  the  display  of  publicity  material  in  the  main  villages  and  seaside 
resorts.  Arrangements  were  made  for  films  on  this  subject  to  be  shown 
at  the  Romney  Cinema,  St.  Davids,  and  at  the  cinema  at  R.N.A.D., 
Trecwn.  Additional  litter  baskets  and  bins  were  also  provided,  these 
being  mainly  concentrated  on  the  various  beaches.

The  latter  tip  was  discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  a 
disused  quarry  at  Trenived,  Llanrhian,  acquired  for  the  purpose.  A site 
at  Rosepool  in  the  Walton  West  parish  was  also  obtained  to  ease  the 
load  on  the  tip  at  Freystrop  and  to  reduce  the  long  haul  from  the  Dale 
area  to  Freystrop. 


Salvaged  Materials 

There  is  no  salvage  of  waste  paper  in  operation  in  view  of  the 
poor  financial  return  and  the  comparatively  high  cost  of  collection. 

A scheme  was  however  put  into  operation  in  conjunction  with 
the  Joint  Area  Scrap  Survey  Committee  for  the  segregation  and  recovery 
of  ferrous  scrap  from  household  refuse  on  the  tips.  15J4  tons  of  scrap 
metal  was  recovered  in  this  way. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Council  has  provided  public  conveniences  at  St.  Davids, 
Whitesands  Bay,  Newgale,  Broad  Haven,  Dale,  Llangwm,  Little  Haven 
and  Letterston.  The  latter  two  conveniences  were  erected  by  direct 
labour  during  the  year,  and  work  was  in  progress  on  one  at  Solva. 

All  these  buildings  are  maintained  by  the  Council.  Caretakers 
have  been  appointed  to  cleanse  and  supervise  the  conveniences  on  all 
these  sites  with  the  exception  of  Broad  Haven  and  Little  Haven  where 
arrangements  are  made  for  a Council  employee  to  undertake  these 
duties  in  addition  to  those  of  car  park  attendant. 

Additional  conveniences  could  with  advantage  be  provided  at 
the  Haroldston  area  of  Broad  Haven  and  also  in  the  Nolton  Haven  and 
Newgale  districts. 
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CONTROL  OF  CARAVAN  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  the  development 
of  caravan  sites  in  the  district,  the  necessary  amenities  in  the  way  of 
proper  sanitary  accommodation,  drainage  and  water  supply  being 
provided  on  live  sites  at  Little  Haven,  Hasguard  Cross  and  Newgale. 
Work  was  also  in  progress  on  two  sites  at  Whitesands  Bay  and  Caerfai 
Bay,  St.  Davids. 

Itinerant  Families 

The  problem  again  presented  itself  of  the  occupation  of  Cwm- 
brandy  Common,  Fishguard,  by  itinerant  families.  This  site  has  been  in 
intermittent  use  by  a few  such  families  for  several  years,  but  it  has 
only  been  in  recent  time  that  conditions  have  been  such  as  to  be 
prejudicial  to  health  through  insanitary  practices,  accumulation  of 
refuse  and  scrap  and  gross  pollution  of  the  brook.  This  has  arisen 
mainly  through  the  influx  of  families  from  Eire  and  other  areas  who 
were  attracted  by  prospects  of  industrial  development  in  the  rural 
district. 

It  was  necessary  to  secure  the  removal  of  five  families  from  the 
site  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  eight  other  families  at  the  latter 
end.  Action  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  was 
approved  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  two  families  who  refused  to 
vacate  the  site  at  that  time,  and  legal  proceedings  were  subsequently 
instituted  early  in  1958. 

It  was  recognised  that  the  only  permanent  solution  to  this 
problem  was  the  establishment  of  a site  for  itinerants  by  the  Council 
where  essential  services  such  as  water,  sanitary  accommodation  and 
drainage  could  be  provided.  This  would  inevitably  result  in  the  removal 
of  those  insanitary  conditions  usually  associated  with  occupation  of 
land  by  itinerants  in  other  parts  of  the  rural  district,  as  well  as  easier 
control  and  supervision  by  the  public  health  officers.  It  would  also  give 
to  these  families  a sense  of  security  which  is  at  present  lacking. 

A site  in  close  proximity  to  Haverfordwest  was  investigated  for 
this  purpose,  but  the  project  was  abandoned  in  view  of  the  difficulty 
in  obtaining  land  and  also  of  objections  from  the  farming  communities 
in  the  area.  A survey  of  other  sites  which  would  have  the  advantage 
of  being  within  reach  of  schools  was  unfruitful. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

As  in  former  years  the  control  of  rats  and  mice  infestations  is 
arranged  under  a comprehensive  scheme,  whereby  dwelling  houses  are 
treated  free  of  charge.  The  cost  of  rodent  campaigns  at  business 
premises  is  recovered  from  the  occupiers. 

The  treatment  of  rat  infestations  on  farms  is  undertaken  by  the 
Pests  Department  of  the  County  Agricultural  Committee,  with  whom 
close  co-operation  is  maintained  and  to  whom  notifications  were  sub- 
mitted of  infestation  on  farm  premises. 
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It  would  appear  however  that  this  service  is  likely  to  be 
discontinued,  as  farm  contracts  which  have  previously  been  held  by 
the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  are  not  being  renewed  and  no 
new  contracts  are  being  accepted  for  rat  destruction  on  farms.  Under 
the  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949  the  responsibility  for  dealing  with  rat 
infestations  in  all  types  of  premises  falls  upon  the  Local  Authority,  and 
it  is  incumbent  upon  this  Council  to  set  up  an  organisation  to  deal 
with  this  work  in  anticipation  of  the  cessation  of  the  treatment  service 
by  the  Pembrokeshire  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  Much  valu- 
able work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Committee  since  the  inception 
of  their  scheme  and  farmers  have  accepted  and  appreciated  this 
contract  service  of  regular  inspections  and  treatment  as  being  the  only 
way  to  control  infestations  on  their  premises.  It  would  be  retrogressive 
to  allow  such  a necessary  service  to  lapse  through  the  lack  of  a suitable 
alternative  organisation.  There  are  approximately  1,800  farm  premises 
in  the  rural  area,  and  with  the  refuse  tips,  sewers,  sewage  disposal 
works  and  other  premises  to  be  dealt  with,  the  Council  may  consider 
it  advisable  to  set  up  a permanent  and  efficient  scheme  to  cover  the 
district.

Treatment  of  Council  sewers  was  carried  out  at  St.  Davids, 
Letterston,  Johnston  and  Merlins  Bridge.  In  addition,  the  policy  of 
treating  sewage  disposal  works  at  regular  intervals  is  still  maintained. 
It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  serious  infestations  were  found. 

The  Council’s  five  refuse  tips  are  also  treated  regularly.  It  is 
only  in  this  way  that  infestations  on  tips  can  be  kept  under  control. 


DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Two  premises  were  disinfected  following  deaths  from  Tuber- 
culosis and  one  dwelling  house  on  being  vacated  by  a Tuberculosis 
patient.  In  addition  the  male  and  female  wards  and  other  rooms  at  the 
Sealyham  Sanatorium  were  fumigated  on  closure  of  the  hospital  for 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  the  transfer  of  all  patients  to  the  St. 
Brides  Hospital. 

One  private  house  was  treated  for  Ilea  infestation  and  five 
council  houses  for  the  eradication  of  woodworm. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  Act  in 
respect  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  One  aged  person  living 
in  an  unsafe  and  dilapidated  building  was  accommodated  in  a temporary 
structure  provided  by  the  Council  on  an  adjacent  site. 

Burial  arrangements  under  the  Act  were  made  in  respect  of  an 
aged  person  prior  to  relatives  being  traced.  Expenses  in  this  case  were 
defrayed  by  the  relatives.  In  two  other  cases  investigated  it  was  found 
that  no  expenditure  could  be  incurred  by  the  Council  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act. 


EXHUMATION  OF  WAR  DEAD 

The  exhumation  was  attended  of  two  Italian  soldiers  from  the 
Neyland  cemetery  for  reburial  at  a military  cemetery  at  Brookwood. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACT 

Advice  was  given  on  disinfestation  of  two  farm  premises 
following  notification  of  suspected  anthrax  in  four  animals.  Three  cases 
at  one  of  these  farms  were  confirmed  by  the  Veterinary  Department 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Disposal  of  the  carcases 
by  burning  was  undertaken  by  the  Police  Authorities. 


DISPOSAL  OF  ANIMAL  CARCASES 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  disposal  of  carcases  of  a pig 
and  a sheep  which  had  been  washed  ashore  and  the  carcase  of  a fox 
found  on  the  roadside. 


FACTORIES  ACT  1937  AND  1948 

There  are  now  213  factories  on  the  departmental  Factories 
Register  compared  with  201  last  year,  the  increase  being  due  mainly 
to  the  operation  of  additional  sites  where  building  or  engineering  works 
were  in  progress. 

Complaints  of  infringements  of  the  Act  were  received  from 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  in  respect  of  two  premises.

Factories  Act  Section  34 

Eleven  factory  premises  were  inspected  regarding  the  provision 
of  adequate  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  These  inspections  were 
carried  out  in  conjunction  with  a member  of  the  Pembrokeshire  County 
Fire  Service.

Council  House  Development 


Progress  in  the  construction  of  council  houses  was  on  a very 
much  lower  scale  than  in  previous  years.  Although  the  Council  approved 
a programme  of  73  houses  and  bungalows  at  the  commencement  of 
the  year,  it  was  only  possible  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  four 
bungalows,  owing  mainly  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  land,  before 
the  housing  programme  was  suspended  in  October  when  capital 
expenditure  was  restricted. 


Forty-seven  housing  units  comprising  25  houses,  18  bungalows 
and  4 flats,  which  had  been  approved  in  1956,  were  completed  and 
occupied  on  the  following  sites  during  the  year:  —

A marked  innovation  during  the  year  was  the  construction  of 
two  shops  by  the  Council  at  Johnston,  these  being  occupied  by  a 
grocer  and  greengrocer  respectively.  This  is  an  amenity  much  appreci- 
ated by  the  tenants  of  the  two  large  Council  estates  in  the  village  as 
well  as  being  of  general  benefit  to  the  community.  The  Council  also 
approved  the  erection  of  two  additional  shops  on  the  Glebelands 
estate  for  a butcher  and  a chemist,  and  these  will  do  much  to  meet 
the  existing  demand  and  to  cater  for  the  extensive  private  development 
taking  place  in  the  village. 

It  is  also  pleasing  to  record  the  highly  successful  conversion  of 
the  old  school  at  Talbenny  for  the  occupation  of  a family  of  fourteen 
who  had  previously  lived  in  a temporary  hutment  in  the  area.  The 
Building  Surveyor  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  imaginative  conversion 
of  this  building  consisting  of  one  large  schoolroom  and  two  small 
cloakrooms  into  a comfortable  dwelling  comprising  four  large  bed- 
rooms, living-room,  kitchen,  bathroom,  two  W.Cs.  and  outbuildings. 
The  co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  County  Health  and  Welfare 
Departments  was  obtained  in  equipping  the  new  house  with  numerous 
articles  of  furniture  and  bedding. 


The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  acquiring  property  for 
conversion  and  modernisation  at  Steynton  where  a dwelling  house  was 
converted  into  two  flats,  and  also  at  Leonardston  Road,  Llanstadwell, 
where  reconstruction  of  nine  houses  was  commenced.  This  is  a policy 
which  the  Council  could  well  pursue  in  other  parts  of  the  Rural 
District,  particularly  in  the  case  of  properties  where  financial  consider- 
ations deter  owners  from  embarking  on  private  schemes. 
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The  Council  can  be  justly  proud  of  its  housing  achievements  in 
that  1,200  houses  have  been  provided,  1,155  which  have  been  com-

This  shows  no  decrease  in  the  number  of  applications  compared 
with  1956  although  110  applicants  were  rehoused  by  the  Council 
during  the  year. 
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Private  Building  Development 

Twenty  new  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise.  This 
brings  the  total  number  ol  houses  built  privately  in  the  post-war  period 
to  259.

The  Council  continued  its  progressive  policy  of  extending  grant 
aid  under  the  Housing  Acts  1949-54  respect  of  improvements  and 
modernisation  of  private  dwelling  houses.  Grants  for  improvements  to 
77  properties  were  approved,  the  total  grant  involved  being  £24,946. 

Improvement  works  to  124  houses  were  completed,  the  total 
grant  in  these  cases  being  £37,638. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  in  1949,  514  grants  have 
been  approved  and  modernisation  works  completed  in  335  of  these 
cases. 

The  improvement  and  repair  of  dwelling  houses  forms  an 
integral  part  of  housing  policy,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  Council  in 
operating  this  scheme  is  apparent  in  the  vast  change  that  is  taking 
place  in  our  villages  and  hamlets  with  the  gradual  replacement  of 
sub-standard  properties  by  attractive  and  modern  dwellings.  The  grants 
provide  an  incentive  to  owners  to  carry  out  much-needed  repairs  to 
properties  which  would  otherwise  deteriorate,  possibly  to  the  extent 
of  being  unht  for  habitation,  in  which  case  the  onus  would  be  upon 
the  Council  to  provide  alternative  accommodation  for  the  occupants. 
Apart  from  the  ultimate  financial  saving  to  the  Council  the  most 
important  aspect  is  the  removal  of  bad  housing  conditions  which 
cannot  but  lead  to  ill  health  and  unhappiness. 

Three  typical  examples  of  various  improvement  schemes  carried 
out  in  the  Rural  District  are  shown  in  the  photographs  included  in 
this  report;  — 

Scheme  i : 

Sub-standard  cottages  consisting  mainly  of  a bedroom 
and  living  room  on  the  ground  floor  and  a low,  badly-lighted 
and  ventilated  attic  bedroom  formed  within  the  roof  structure, 
converted  into  two-.storey  dwellings.  This  involves  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  roof  at  a higher  level,  with  provision  of  additional 
living  rooms  and  bedrooms,  enlarged  windows,  new  floors, 
staircase,  grates  etc.,  bathroom  and  drainage. 

A variation  of  this  scheme  may  comprise  the  building 
of  additional  rooms  on  a gable  or  at  the  rear,  with  the  attic 
bedroom  used  for  storage  purposes. 

Scheme  2 ; 

Semi-detached  sub-standard  cottages  as  described  above 
converted  into  a bungalow,  with  three  bedrooms  and  a living 
room  formed  within  the  shell  of  the  old  building,  and  a 
scullery  and  bathroom  built  on  at  the  rear.  Here  again 
enlarged  windows,  new  floors,  eaves  gutters  etc.,  are  provided, 
door  openings  raised  and  all  plasterwork  either  renewed  or 
made  good  depending  upon  the  original  condition  of  the 
cottages. 
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Scheme  3 : 

This  bungalow  was  converted  from  an  old  two-storey 
structure  with  a single-storey  addition  forming  a kitchen  at  a 
higher  level.  The  floors  of  all  the  rooms  were  at  varying 
levels,  the  walls  of  the  living  rooms  abutted  on  higher  ground 
at  the  rear  resulting  in  extensive  dampness,  head  room  in  the 
bedrooms  was  low  and  the  windows  small.  The  main 
dwelling  was  reconstruced  on  the  same  level  as  the  kitchen 
addition  ; this  involved  taking  off  part  of  the  upper  walls  to 
construct  a new  roof  and  ceilings  at  the  lower  level,  removing 
the  old  bedroom  floor  boards  and  joists,  and  filling  in  part  of 
the  ground  floor  to  form  a new  solid  floor  throughout  at  one 
level.  Additional  bedrooms  and  a bathroom  were  erected  at 
the  rear. 

Certificates  of  Disrepair 

One  application  was  received  for  a certificate  of  disrepair  under 
the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act  1954,  but  this  was  subsequently 
withdrawn  on  an  amicable  settlement  being  reached  between  owner 
and  occupier.

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SECTION  IV 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLIES 

Considerable  attention  was  again  given  to  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  distribution  of  milk,  and  especially  in  connection  with 
the  Milk  (Specification  of  Areas)  Order  1957  by  virtue  of  which  the 
Rural  District  was  scheduled  as  a specified  area  in  which  milk  of 
special  designation  only  may  be  sold. 

All  retailers  were  advised  of  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  and 
visits  were  made  to  those  premises  where  ungraded  milk  had  previously 
been  sold  to  advise  on  alternative  supplies  pending  improvements  to 
satisfy  the  licensing  requirements  of  the  County  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee.  Warnings  were  subsequently  given  to  five  retailers  found 
to  sell  milk  in  contravention  of  the  Order. 

In  some  remote  areas  of  the  Rural  District  where  only  a few 
customers  obtained  supplies  from  farm  premises  and  where  no  alter- 
native supply  was  available,  it  was  necessary  for  the  Ministry  to  grant 
exemptions  to  allow  the  retail  sale  of  ungraded  milk.  Three  such 
exemptions  were  made  during  the  year. 

Regular  sampling  was  also  maintained  of  supplies  from  producer/ 
retailers,  which  are  licensed  by  the  County  Agricultural  Committee, 


and  from  retailers  licensed  by  the  Council.

These  results  show  an  improvement  in  the  bacterial  quality  of 
the  milk  sampled,  96.2%  being  reported  satisfactory  compared  with 
92.8%  in  1956.  The  eleven  unsatisfactory  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
milk  were  from  seven  different  producer/retailers. 

Biological  Examination 

Twelve  samples  of  milk  were  examined  to  ascertain  the  presence 
of  Tuberculosis  or  Abortus.  All  were  found  to  be  free  from  Tubercular 
infection  and  eleven  free  from  abortus  infection. 

Action  was  immediately  taken  in  the  case  of  the  sample  showing 
positive  abortus  infection  to  stop  the  sale  of  the  raw  milk  to  a school 
and  other  consumers  in  the  village  concerned  pending  treatment  and 
clearance  of  the  herd  by  the  veterinary  authorities,  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  heat  treatment  of  the  supply. 

Fifteen  samples  subsequently  taken  from  individual  cows  in  this 
dairy  herd  by  a veterinary  officer  were  reported  to  be  free  from  infec- 
tion, and  the  restriction  on  the  retail  sale  of  the  supply  was  removed. 

Milk  Bottle  Rinsing  Tests 

These  tests  are  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
efficiency  of  bottle  cleansing  and  sterilisation,  and  form  part  of  the 
investigations  following  adverse  bacteriological  reports  on  samples. 

Reports  on  the  54  bottles  sent  for  examination  were  as  follows :

Cleansing  of  Milk  Bottles 

A complaint  was  investigated  of  the  presence  of  a small  number 
of  dead  flies  with  associated  debris  adhering  to  the  inside  of  a bottle 
of  milk.  These  appeared  to  be  of  the  species  called  “ vinegar  flies,” 
a characteristic  of  which  is  the  tenacity  with  which  they  adhere  to 
any  surface. 

It  was  found  that  every  precaution  was  taken  at  the  dairy  to 
en.sure  proper  cleansing  of  bottles,  and  this  appeared  to  be  a case  of 
the  failure  of  the  human  element  in  the  routine  inspection  of  bottles 
after  cleansing.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  management  for 
this  rather  tedious  and  monotonous  work  to  be  undertaken  in  shorter 
tours  of  duty. 
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Milk  Deposit 

Investigation  was  carried  out  into  an  allegation  that  deposits 
found  in  cups  of  tea  were  contained  in  the  milk  supplied  to  the 
complainant’s  household.  The  Public  Analyst  however  reported  that 
the  deposits  were  caused  by  milk  which  was  slightly  acid  and  that  it 
was  highly  improbable  that  they  were  present  in  the  milk  when 
delivered. 

The  deterioration  in  the  milk  supply  appeared  to  be  due  to  late 
deliveries  from  the  wholesaler  to  the  retailer  during  the  summer  months. 
A reorganisation  of  the  delivery  round  was  effected  and  arrangements 
made  for  adequate  protection  of  bottles  in  course  of  delivery. 

ICE  CREAM 

Registration  of  Premises  for  Manufacture  and  Sale 

There  are  no  premises  registered  with  the  Local  Authority  for 
the  manufacture  of  ice  cream,  all  supplies  being  obtained  from  seven 
sources  outside  the  district. 

Sixty-eight  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  in 
accordance  with  Section  i6  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955,  this  being 
an  increase  of  five  on  the  previous  year.  Transfer  of  occupiers  of  three 
registered  premises  were  recorded  during  the  year.

Samples  which  were  placed  in  Grades  3 and  4 were  from  eleven 
different  retail  premises,  and  were  from  five  manufacturing  sources 
outside  the  rural  district.  Nine  of  these  low  category  samples  were 
from  one  manufacturing  premises,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  in  that  area  was  requested  in  an  effort  to  improve  the 
bacterial  quality  of  the  product. 

Biological  Examination 

Samples  of  ice  cream  and  wafer  biscuits  from  one  premises 
were  examined  on  complaint  of  sickness  resulting  from  the  consumption 
of  ice  cream.  The  report  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  indicated 
that  no  intestinal  organisms  were  present  in  the  samples.

MINERAL  WATERS 

Routine  sampling  of  mineral  waters  from  sources  outside  the 
district  as  well  as  from  the  local  manufacturer  were  continued  during 
the  year. 

Forty-two  samples,  including  ten  from  local  works,  were 
reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bottle  Rinsing  Tests 

Cleansed  bottles  were  also  obtained  from  the  local  factory  to 
check  the  efficiency  of  cleansing.  Thirty  bottles  in  a series  of  six  at  a 
time  were  reported  to  be  highly  satisfactory  on  bacteriological 
examination. 

An  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  cleansing  and  steril- 
ising process  at  these  premises  by  the  installation  of  new  plant  for 
this  purpose. 

WATER  CRESS 

A sample  of  water  cress  was  submitted  for  examination  in  the 
course  of  an  investigation  into  a case  of  infectious  disease.  The  report 
from  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  indicated  that  although  no  intestinal 
pathogenic  organisms  were  isolated  from  the  specimen,  there  was  gross 
pollution  of  water  in  the  cress  bed.  The  owner  of  the  farm  was  advised 
accordingly.

The  last  three  items  were  inspected  at  a butcher’s  shop  in  the 
district  on  four  separate  occasions  during  the  summer  months  follow- 
ing complaints  from  the  retailer.  The  carca.ses  were  found  in  a 
decomposing  condition.  This  appeared  to  be  mainly  due  to  overheating 
in  the  vehicle  during  the  long  journey  from  the  whole.saler’s  premises, 
and  suitable  representations  were  made  to  the  local  authority 
concerned. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Section  8 

A warning  was  given  to  a bakery  firm  regarding  mouse  excreta 
found  in  a small  quantity  of  flour  sold  retail. 

Infestation  was  found  at  the  bakery  premises  during  investigation 
of  this  complaint.  Twice-yearly  treatment  had  previously  been  carried 
out,  and  immediately  prior  to  this  complaint  arrangements  had  been 
made  with  a disinfestation  firm  for  monthly  treatment.  All  works 
necessary  to  proof  the  premises  against  rodent  infestation  were 
subsequently  carried  out,  and  proper  storage  facilities  arranged. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

There  are  no  licensed  slaughter  houses  in  the  Rural  District, 
meat  supplies  being  mainly  obtained  from  Haverfordwest,  Milford, 
Pembroke  and  Neath.

A great  deal  of  attention  was  again  given  to  hygienic  conditions 
at  the  various  food  premises,  494  visits  being  made  during  the  year. 
Improvements  were  effected  at  many  establishments  as  a result  of 
these  inspections  and  especially  in  those  villages  where  the  introduction 
of  sewerage  schemes  has  resulted  in  the  provision  of  proper  washing 
and  sanitary  facilities. 


HYGIENE  OF  LICENSED  PREMISES 

During  the  latter  half  of  1957  a survey  was  made  of  all  licensed 
premises  in  the  rural  district  when  a total  of  53  premises  were 
inspected.  These  included  48  hotels  and  public  houses  and  5 private 
clubs. 

Twenty-four  of  the  hotels  and  public  houses  were  owned  by 
various  brewery  companies,  and  the  remaining  24  were  privately 
owned. 

120  visits  were  made  in  the  course  of  the  survey.  These  included 
inspections,  visits  with  owners  and  reinspections. 

Attention  was  primarily  directed  to  the  following:  — 

1.  Cleansing  and  sterilising  of  glasses. 

2.  Storage  of  beer. 

3.  Construction  and  cleansing  of  pipe  installations. 

4.  Cleanliness  and  structural  condition  of  licensed  bars  and 
rooms. 

5.  Sanitary  accommodation. 
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1.  Cleansing  and  Sterilising  of  Glasses 

Beer  is  not  a natural  carrier  of  pathogenic  organisms.  It  is  how- 
ever possible  for  bacteria  to  be  transmitted  by  means  of  glasses  and 
tankards  which  have  been  improperly  washed  and  sterilised.  It  is 
therefore  essential  that  an  adequate  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  be 
provided  as  a basis  for  ensuring  that  only  bacterially  clean  glasses  are 
given  to  consumers.  Sterilisation  of  glasses  solely  by  means  of  hot  water 
is  however  impracticable  in  licensed  premises,  as  at  the  high  temperature 
required  for  the  destruction  of  bacteria,  i70°F.  and  upwards,  it  is 
impossible  to  handle  the  glasses. 

This  can  be  overcome  by  the  addition  of  a sterilising  agent  to 
the  rinse  water  in  the  sink.  These  agents  have  also  the  advantage  of 
being  odourless,  tasteless,  non-toxic  and  without  any  deleterious  effect 
on  the  ‘ head  ’ of  beer. 

The  attention  of  all  licensees  was  drawn  to  these  sterilising 
compounds  and  dispensers,  and  it  has  been  ascertained  that  these  are 
now  in  use  at  29  premises. 

It  was  also  gratifying  to  note  that  washing  facilities,  together 
with  hot  and  cold  water  supply,  were  provided  at  all  the  licensed 
premises,  this  being  the  result  of  previous  representations  by  the 
licensing  authority  and  this  Council. 

2.  Storage  of  Beer 

Although,  as  stated  previously,  beer  is  not  a good  medium  for 
the  growth  and  development  of  disease  organisms,  it  is  highly  sus- 
ceptible to  contamination  from  unclean  engines,  pipes  and  pails  as 
well  as  from  air  impurities.  It  is  essential  therefore  that  conditions  of 
storage  should  be  conducive  to  cleanliness  and  attention  given  to 
maintaining  all  storage  places  in  a good  structural  condition. 

At  the  time  of  inspection  floors  required  repaving  at  two 
premises.  Wall  surfaces  were  defective  in  two  cases  and  redecoration 
required  in  five.  In  three  premises  accumulations  of  refuse,  coal,  wood 
etc.,  were  found  in  the  stores. 

3.  Construction  and  Cleansing  of  Pipe  Installations 

Pipe  installations  were  in  use  at  six  premises  only,  the  normal 
method  of  serving  being  direct  from  barrels  situated  in  the  bar  or 
store-rooms  adjacent.  All  pipework  was  of  plastic  construction  and  the 
method  of  cleansing  was  the  well-tried  one  of  washing  with  hot  soda 
solution  followed  by  rinses  of  warm  and  cold  water.  Pipes  were  cleansed 
on  an  average  once  weekly. 

4.  Cleanliness  and  Condition  of  Licensed  Rooms 

Generally,  licensed  bars  and  rooms  were  maintained  in  a clean 
condition,  and  it  would  appear  that  regular  redecoration  is  the  rule 
on  the  part  of  brewery  companies  and  private  owners.  It  was  necessary 
in  three  cases  to  require  repairs  to  wall  surfaces  and  serving  counters.

It  must  be  recorded  with  satisfaction  that  a good  spirit  of 
co-operation  was  displayed  by  licensees  and  representatives  of  brewery 
companies  during  the  course  of  the  survey,  and  in  the  main  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  undertake  all  repairs  and  improvements  as 
expeditiously  as  possible  in  an  endeavour  to  raise  the  general  standard 
of  licensed  premises  in  the  district.
